But until and unless lynchings threaten to go 
a long way toward that 1892 peak of 231, we’d 
say it would be wise to keep up the nonpolitical 
crusading and sidetrack the proposed legislation. 
A law decreeing some reform should be the last 
recourse. It’s far better to bring about a reform 
by bringing public opinion around to favoring it— 
and civic decency, in the matter of lynching as 
in all others, is better generated voluntarily in- 
side any community than imposed from outside.

The local. governments ) 
were required to bear the expense 
of capital outlay, such as new 
buildings or building additions, 
and the expenses of debt service. 

Cost to the state to maintain 
the school system for 1940 will be 
roughly $26,000,000, or 69 cents 
out of every tax dollar in the 
general fund. This fund holds 
all except gas tax revenues, and 
includes a 3 per cent sales tax 
which raises $1,000,000 a month. 

All school supplies under the 
new setup are bought’ through 
the state purchasing department, 
which effects a saving because 
great quantities are contracted 
for at tow prices. School super- 
intendents requisition manufac- 
turers and jobbers for their needs 
under state contract prices. 

Under the setup, North Carolina 
transports more school children 
per year in school buses than any 
other state, at a cost $10 less per 
year per child than the next most 
economical state. 

Economizing by co-ordinating 
functions under the state has not 
been North Carolina’s only effort 
to free herself of the debt burden, 
Dr. Wager explained. 

“In the 1920's,” he said, “local 
government in North Carolina 
spent so much money it found it- 
self going into the depression with 
a total bonded debt of $362,000,- 
000 with property values and in- 
comes shrinking, tax delinquency 
on the increase, and debt service 
payments impossible to meet. 

Com.... tion Set Up. 

“With the credit of the state in 
serious danger of being impaired, 
North Carolina set up a local gov- 
ernment commission, vesting in it 
the power to control political sub- 
divisons in debt-making, and 
with the power to assist them in 
refinancing their current debts. 

“This commission worked out 
plans of refinancing on basis of 
ability to pay, and today, out of 
200 local governments, county, 
city, and municipality, which had 


their backs to the wall, only 15 or’ 


20 are still in bad shape. Forty 
counties, 74 cities and towns, and 
73 school districts have been hel!p- 
ed to refinance their debts. 

“Bonds now are. sold 
through the commission, 
lowest rates of interest 
to obtain.” 

“With all the centralization,” Dr. 
Wager added, “state government 
ha. not suifered. New taxes, one 
of them a 3 per cent sales tax, 
“72re necessary, and c>reful budg- 
eting was necessary. But expan- 
steady, improve- 
ment of services and institutions 
has continued, and the state’s own 
bounded debt has been reduced 
:'eadily.”
